robbery 
took 
place 
between 
9:30 and IO o’clock. 
The Humphries boy was at the de­ 
pot to leave for the Burkburiiett oil 
fields. 
He is an orphan boy and 
had come to Ada from a farm near 
Wetumka 
about 
three weeks ago. 
Sin^e coming to Ada he has been 
working at the cement plant, leaving 
his place there yesterday afternoon 
TO go to Burkburnett. 
Humphries had on 
his 
person 
when robbed about $14.50. 
He was 
occupying 
his 
time while 
waiting 
for 
the 
train 
by 
walking 
upund 
down The track near the depot. He 
noticed 
several 
men 
sitting on a 
truck at the station but gave them 
little attention. Finally one of the 
men 
walked 
up to 
the 
track 
to 
where Humphries was and casually 
engaged him in con\ersation, while 
all but one of the other men disap- 
peartd. 
The man asked Humphries 
where 
he 
wa> 
toing 
and 
several 
other questions in a friendly man­ 
ner. By this time the two were in a 
dark spot north of the station and 
the man who had remained at the 
depot came up behind them. 
"I will relieve you of what you 
have got.'* said the man who had 
engaged 
Humphries 
in 
conversa­ 
tion. 
“ I guess you won’t.” Humphries 
replied. 
The man came back with. "We 
will see ” 
The man then took hold of the 
boy and held him while the accom­ 
plice went through his pockets. They 
found 
five dollars in one pocket, 
nine dollars in another and some 
!*maU change in a third. The boy was 
so frightened he could make no out­ 
cry. 
.After 
the 
robbery 
the 
men 
ran up the Katy track in the direc­ 
tion of the switch station. 
.\fter the b o y realized what had 
happened he ran buck to the Katy 
station and gave the alarm. Night 
officers Anderson and Gotcher were 
soon on the scene and several men 
joined them in search of the rob­ 
bers. 
The incoming Katy passeng­ 
er was closely watched but no one 
answering 
the 
description 
of 
the 
roblK-rs 
was seen 
to board 
it. 
A 
freight tram .soon came in on the 
Frisco and this also was watched 
but with no more results than W'as 
had at the Katy pasisenger. 
The officers then went to the ne­ 
gro quarters and found that some 
strange white men had made pur­ 
chases at a store down there. From 
ther'' they went to the Frisco sta­ 
tion to watch for the men to board 
the 11:50 train. At the station they 
found two strange men in conver­ 
sation and placed 
them under ar­ 
rest. 
When the train came in a 
third man arrived lo board it and 
he wa* also placed 
under arrest. 
The first two men were placed in 
the city jail and the third man turn­ 
ed over to the county. Humphrie* 
Wentlfled 
the 
third 
man 
arreated 
as the man w*ho had deco.ved him 
Into the dark spot and held him, 
an dhe said the other two men were 
the men who left the depot when 
the robbery was about to take place. 
The man who actually did the rob­ 
bing has not yet been arref*ed but 
the officers here and elsew'here are 
keeping 
a 
close wratch 
and 
It 
is 
believed 
he 
will 
be captured 
to­ 
day. 
The man placed 
in 
the county 
jail seems to be about 20 years of 
age. 
He is very intelligent look­ 
ing and weighs about 160 pounds. 
He is about 5 feet 5 Inches high 
and says bls name Is Earnest De­ 
laney of Temple. Oklahoma. He de­ 
nies having anything to do with the 
robbery, but 
says he was also a 
victim of the crime, as he claims 
the robbers made him hold his hands 
in the air while they were rifling 
Humphries’ pockets.

Rector, 
Bl 
years 
old. 
Rector told a reporter this morn­ 
ing that he knew nothing of the 
robbery until the officers arrested 
him at

themselves and asserting their right 
to be heard. In Cork it was propos­ 
ed by the local 
Municipal 
Music 
Committee to appoint as professor 
of traditional Irish music a German 
musician. There was

objection to the 
professor 
except 
that he "a* a German, but the sol­ 
dier* would not have it. Four bun­ 
dled of them turned out in a body 
and prevented the appointment. The 
secret*!* defending their conduct in 
the pi ess writes: 
“ We are faced with a grave trou­ 
ble in th* people 
who 
yesterday 
were badly misled b> hopes of Ger­ 
man victories and who 
have 
now- 
taken a definite stand against us. 
Without friends on any side and left 
to our own resources we find that 
in our own country we are unwanted 
and insulted. 
Only recently a mem­ 
ber of the Cork Board of Guardians 
proposed that no demobilized sol­ 
dier or sailor get employment from 
that board. The Gaelic players have 
seen fit to ban us from their games. 
These and many similar incidents 
are not likely 
to 
improve 
our 
temper. 
“ To understand the feelings of 
our men these people should have a 
heart to heart talk with some of 
their countrymen who spent three 
or four years in 
German 
prison 
camps. This is not a time to set 
Irishmen 
flying 
at 
each 
others 
throats over a Job for a German 
professor.” 
The attitude assumed by Eamon 
DeVnlera, president of the Irish re­ 
public, towards the returned Irish 
soldier, has not been one of hospi­ 
tality. 
He 
gave 
them 
credit

fighting for what they believed to 
be the right cause and the one they 
thought most likely to serve Irish 
freedom.

The official Mexican figures as to 
he external loan debt of the coun­ 
try are $143,4 72,000 with interest 
to tile end ’of this month placed at 
$43,000,000. 
The 
unofficial 
fig­ 
ures as recently 
published 
placed 
this total at $173,460,000. 
The ap­ 
parent difference, experts here said, 
is made up mostly by the $30,000.- 
000 of the Huerta loan, floated in 
France under authorization of the 
Mexican 
congress, 
but 
repudiated 
by the Carranza government. 
The internal loan debt of Mer­ 
lon according to the official state­ 
ment is $69,397,000 and interest to 
June 30. of $17,914,000.

530.000. 
Washington financial experts say

PATRIOTIC SOCIETIES FORMING

GERMANY 
FROM ADOPTING THEIR 
NATIONAL OOI AIRS.

BRUSSELS, 
(By Mail)— Belgian 
patriotic societies are 
forming 
to 
take action to prevent tne G erm an 
republic from adopting the Belgian 
national 
colors-black, 
yellow 
and 
re<l — for its flag. Intense indigna­ 
tion is manifested, and this is a bit , 
heightened 
by 
the plea 
that 
the 
colors in the new German emblem 
will be disposed of horizontally in­ 
stead of vertically. 
Ii is generally supposed that the 
Belgian colors of today were chos­ 
en bv the patriots of 1830, but the 
revolutionists of that year merely 
took for themselves the black, yel­ 
low and red which had been legen­ 
dary in Flanders and the Brabant 
since the Middle Ages. 
The princes of Flanders bore on 
their arm s a black lion on a field 
of gold, and 
those or Brabant 
a 
golden lion on a field of black. The 
trappings of both were red. 
From 
the 
thirteenth 
century, 
therefore, 
the Belgian colors have been black, 
yellow and red. 
An argum ent against the use of

the colors by the Germans is that 
the Belgians have actually employ- j 
ed the black, yellow and red ho r­ 
izontally in their emblems— notably 
in th eir mercantile flags-—so they 
consider they still have a priority 
on th at disposition of the colors as 
well as the vertical use. The hori­ 
zontal bars wrere adopted 
by the 
patriots who overthrew the Austri­ 
ans in 1789. In 1830, the first flag 
to fly from the Hotel de Ville in, 
Brussels was the horizontal-barred 
black, yellow and red.

Empire, of which Austria was the 
center.
